special problvjian of the bk wten the coat spectacular crimes arc committed. If you do, I 
aloo hopp you would lot me circulate it for criticism ooong ooc*e of the responsible onoo 
of maturity who have done rosourcli* for it woulu do little g ood to do an article that uculd ’ 
only stir up more controversy without settling any tiling. I wish I could fuel tint such 
crimes vili wane* If there lo not a great likelihood of many others of that magnitude,
